To the Edltor of the Utica Morn'ng Herald :—

i Binco my last letter considerable excitement
has been created inour midst, partly on account
of the food which was given us, and on account
of a row which occurred at the Adams House
| this aflernoon. In regard to the provisions, the’

fecling among our companies from Utica had
become "quite strong, and Sunday cvening it
reached a culminating point. A squad compos-
ed mainly of-Companies A and B, marched from
our quarters to the Adams House, where the
meals are proyided, all resolved in their minds
that if there was no improvement in tho food,
they would earnestly protest against uny more of
the-sama sort.. All quictly sat down, but the:
supper wad oxtremely unsatisfactory, and every '
man rose to his feet and marched cut. It was'a
fortunate thing for Mr Roessle, that our: boys
are advocales of law and order, and that it was
| Sunday evening, else he would bave had n large
lot of disabled crockery on hand ; but the men’
held tleir tempers witl commendable firmness,
and only broke one plate and spilled n -fow cups
offcoffce.  After mattora had quieted dowan some-
what, - Blessrs. Roessle, Quarter. Master Van.
Vechten, the steward, waiters, Albanlaus, ete., .
Capt. McQuade, and & numbec of the Corps.!
and Continentals, went buek - into the diniug- -
room and held an earnest consaltation logether.
Several speeches were delivered, addressed chief-
ly to Mr. Roessle, and their purport was that if
he did not cease specalating on us Volunteers,
sudden and decided action would be taken in the
matter.. Mr. Roessle said something in reply,
but it was not extremely satisinctory, and the
rotestations were continued wutil” Mr, Van
echten assured us that we should herentter fare -
better.  To biud the bargain a dozen or so from
Utica, st down and bud a good meal after the
new.style. -

This morning the breakfast was miserable
again, although better than it had been. All. @
marched out agaiv and paid for their meals at
saloons and hotels. As a visible improvement
bad been made, all expected a.very good dioner
to-dav : but while.cetting ready to march from

our q‘ilarters to dinner, Capt. McQuade entereq
and informed the company that we would not go
to dinner, as one of the companies quartercd at
the lower barracks had mutinied, broken every-
thing in the dining room, pitched one of the wait-
ers out of the window, breaking his leg, and ge-
verely bruised several more of the waiters, Ag
trouble was expected, Capt. M. detailed a squad
of thirty-men, halt from the Continentals, and
marched them to the lower quartersou Broad-
way. Capt. McQuade was then givea command
of the lower quarters, cousistivg of the Adams’
House, and several other large rooms ndjoining
in the same block, aud wounted guard at the dif-
ferent entrances. ‘
The company which Lad the row was one
which arrived here Sunday morning from Owe-
0, 'T'ioga county, cousisiing of 77 men, with the
élz’re.',siden(; of the village, Capt, .Catlin in com-
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mand. 1 usy are a good company. ~ They wenv:
down td dinner this noon, undinthe course of the
meal a difficulty occurred between one of the ne-
gro waiters and Cupt. Catlin, the latter not re-
ceiving all ‘the courtesy - due- him. - The resulf
was that Gapt. C. kndcked the waiter down, and’
his men rescoted the insult by:* cleaning out”
"the whole establishment.” They had become a
good deal . dissatisfied with the rations, aud it
took .but a word to raise their blood, al.
though the dinner provided to-dny was very
good  indeed, consisting of baked beans and
pork, potatoes, beef, soup, bread and seasoning.
But they were excited by the insult given to
their Captain, and they literally smashed every-
thing. Scarcely o whole dish wag left from o
full set for about two hundred men.  'L'he tables .
were ripped up and ovesturned, windows broken,
and everything turned up-side down. . T'he three
dining rooms presented a sorry sight after tho
row. Soup and water were spilled over the
“floor ; meat, - potatoes, tumblers, pitchers, mus-
tard, pepper and salt, castors and broken crock-
ery lay scattered about—zun indescribable wreek, -
Capt. Catlin soon gathered his men and march-
ed back to bis quarters. Gen. Rathbun, Major. .
DeForrest and ‘Mayor Thatcher were promptly
on hand, and Capt. Catlin was- arrested and |
taken to a station house. His hands were badly
cut by a knife which the waiter drew' on him. !
He was also partially intoxieated, and when ar- /
rested was at the bur of the Delavan drinking ®
glass ‘of brandy. fe is not fit to command a
company, and although President of Owego, he
was 8o much intoxicated while drilling his men’
that Le could not walk straight. ' .
Neither our - officers nor men countenance .
such proceedings ‘as those of to-day, although *
they have felt very indignant towards Mr. Roe- |
sslle of the Delavan for not furnishing better fare.
To justice to Quarter-Master VanVechten, I
would say that the dinner furnished to-day wasg |
such as 1o one ought to object to, and doubtless :
all would have gone off smoothly, but for the
unfortunate difficulty between Capt. Catlin and
the waiter. : ‘

I'he man whose leg is broken is the steward,
Alexander Nichols. e has been carried
home. . :

‘While I write, a strong guard from the Corps
and Continentals, under command of Capt. Me-
Quude, is stationed at the quarters. No dau-
ger, however, is apprehended ut present, nor at
all, unless some new trouble arises, which 1is not
probable.
